- The community indicated that old people become more and more 
marginalized and is not well looked after. 

- Although, lots of retired people stay in Wilderness, they reach a 
certain period where it is not possible to stay alone any more and 
need to move to a retirement village or old age home. No such 
facility exist or provision is made for in Ward 4 

- Identification of land for the development of a retirement 
village and/or old age home

Water tanks 

- Due to the current drought, Ward 4 indicated that the practice of 
water tanks at Houses in ward 4 works very good and should be 
promoted and included in the building requirements and regulations 
of Council 

- Include the installation of water tanks as a building 
requirement 

- Investigate the subsidisation of water tanks by the 
Municipality 

Subdivision of land at Wilderness 
Heights and Hoekwil 

- Most of the plots in Wilderness Heights and Hoekwil are zoned as 
Agriculture and can not be subdivided and rezoned into smaller 
residential units. This, despite most of the times not used for 
agricultural purposes any more. More and more families are staying 
on these plots, in certain instances as many as 6 families. 

- The SDF fro Wilderness should accommodate these 
areas as future residential use 

- Municipality investigate the possibility to allow 
subdivisions of the small holdings
